In past winters it has been customary to provide 
fresh milk for children attending junior and senior class- 
rooms in Kettle Point School. There is no regular milk 
delivery on the Reserve with the result that the average 
child receives very little fresh milk unless it is procured 
at school. 


Last year eight quarts daily were delivered, but 
the attendance this year is larger. There are eighty-two 
children enrolled and I think ten quarts per day for the 
pestes January to March 31st should be purchased. The 

age Dairy at Ravenswood would supply the milk and bill 
us each month. Milk would be obtained only on the days 
the school is in operation. 


I recommend that the Department approve of supplying 
fresh milk to Kettle Point school children and an early 
reply in this connection will be appreciated.

The supplies mentioned on the account were 
evidently purchased by Mrs. Dora Orr in 1948 when she 
was employed as senior teacher at the Kettle Point Indian 
Day School. I did not authorize Mrs. Orr to make these 
purchases, nor did the Randolph Office Supply consult me 
regarding them until a few days ago. You are aware that 
Mrs. Orr was on the verge of a nervous breakdown during 
the time she taught at Kettle Point. I have little doubt 
but that she did make the purchases on the understanding 
that she would nay for same herself as she often did buy 
eouipment of this nature without consulting me and assumed 
the expense herself, I repeatedly cautioned her against 
this practice but it had little effect on her. To the 
best of my knowledge the printing set, newsprint and 
pencil sharpener are not in the school at the present time, 
although manv supplies were taken by the children when Mrs, 
Orr was teaching there. On the other hand the Randolph 
Office Supply apparently gave this teacher the above- 
mentioned articles in rood faith, and should be paid.

When the Director and Rerional Supervisor J. E. 
Morris visited this Agency on May 30th I was advised that 
funds are available to erect a new school on Kettle Point 
Reserve. Me. Morris instructed me to write to the Depart- 
ment on this subject. 


I have made some preliminary investigation in 
this connection and beg to report as follows:- 


As the initial step, additional land should be 
Secured to enlarge the present school site. I think about 
one (1) acre would be sufficient and could be purchased 
from Moses Wolfe Sr., who is the recognized owner of most 
of the lands in the Fast half of Lot 2, Range "B" immed- 
jatelv east of the existing school lot. The probable cost 
would be $50.00. It would have to be fenced, clay fill 
put in and levelled. 


I understand that the Department plans to erect 
a single classroom with full basement as a separate unit 
rather than build an addition to the existing two-roomed 
structure. If funds are available I suggest that a small 
residence be built in conjunction with the proposed new 
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classroom as the residence now in use will not be large 
enough to accommodate three teachers. 


With regard to water supply I have been informed 
by reliable Indians that we would be certain to procure 
a good supply of pure water if a well were drilled to a 
depth of about eirhty feet. Then an electric pumping 
svstem and modern plumbing with a septic tank could he 
installed. At vresent there is a very poor dug well about 
thirtv-five feet deen at the school, but it foes dry 
almost every summer. Hvydro is available and has been used 
in the existing school and teacher's residence for the 
past two months. 


There are at least two good Indian carpenters on 
the Reserve who are capable of erecting the proposed school 
according to plans and specifications. Thev are @rant 
Milliken and Wilfred Shawkence. Both are ouite anxious for 
the work, particularly Milliken. He has built one or two 
houses in the nearby town of Forest, repaired and renovated 
stores and built and rep&@ired houses on the Reserve. If 
either of these two Indians were riven the job I believe 
they would wish to do it on the hourly basis at rates of 
41.00 or $1.25 for foreman and carpenters and about 75¢ or 
80¢ per hour for labourers. I strongly recommend that the 
erection of the school be done by contract rather than by 
dav labour for obvious reasons. 


The classroom should be large enough to accommodate 
up to thirty-five pupils. The teacher's residence could be 
on one end or side of the classroom or above it in the form 
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of an apartment. 


It would appear advisable to have Mr. Doucet or 
some senior official from the Education Division come to 
Sarnia to decide upon the location, type and size of 
building, etc. and then have blueprints prepared for the 
contractor to follow. 


Your advice and instructions in this matter will 
be appreciated.

Please refer to my letter" sP-dune 28th in which I 
reported neserssag the drilling of a well for the new 
school at Kettle Point and in particular to the third 
paragraph where I recommended 4" casing. 


After careful consideration I believe we should 
install 6" casing in this well. Wells of a similar 
nature on Sarnia Reserve with 4" casing are not large 
enough to allow a‘ continuous oupphy of water to operate 
a pressure system. The well at Kettle Point will have 
to provide water for approximately eighty-five pupils 
and three teachers and when it is being sunk the proper 
size casing should be installed even if the cost is 
greater. 


When replying to my letter of June 28th please 
advise as to the size of the casing you consider should 
be used. No doubt’6" casing will be much more difficult 
to procure than 4", Kindly advise if it will be in order 
to use 4"‘casing if 6" cannot be procured within a reason- 
able time.

I wish to report further with regard to drilling a 
well for the new school at Kettle Point and in this connection 
ber to refer you to your letter 401-5 of June 22nd, 1949. 


On Monday afternoon, June 27th I made a trip to 
Forest and Kettle Point to interview well drillers. The 
only driller in the Kettle Point area is Mr. Frank Rendle, 
Forest, Ontario. Another driller named Andrew Heal of 
Watford, Ontario (about twenty miles from Kettle Point 
Reserve} customarily does considerable well drilling in 
the Forest district. I did not see Mr. Heal but had a 
personal interview with Mr. Rendle. I was reliably in- 
formed that both of these drillers have adequate drilling 
machinery and that their work is satisfactory.

\ Mr. Rendle is of the opinion that it would be 
$1.25 per foot when drilling through clay, shale or sand, 
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etc. If he encouhters hard ran rock the charges are $1.50 
per foot. The well would recuire 4" casing which would 
cost approximately $1.30 per foot. The casing is in short 
supply but Mr. Rendle believes that a dealer in Petrolia, 
Ontario will have the quantity reouired in about two weeks 
from this date. Mr. Rendle is willing to commence drilling 
operations in about two weeks as soon as he finishes two 
small jobs on which he is now enraged. However, he pointed 
out that there would be little use of starting to drill if 
the casine is not available. 


From the above you will note that the estimated 
cost will be about $260.00. If a dry hole were encountered 
this cost would be doubled. The cost would also be in- 
creased if the driller had to drill beyond the estimated 
ninety-five feet. On the other hand it is possible that 
he might strike a rood supply of water at eighty or eighty- 
five feet. In view of the uncertainty of the final cost 
I did not instruct Mr. Rendle to commence. In anv event 
he could not start until about July llth.

The Kettle Point school and teachers' residence 
reouires interior and exterior painting. The work is not 
exactly urgent, but if funds are available I recommend 
that it be performed this year. 


I have secured an estimate of the cost from an 
experienced Indian painter. He will paint the outside 
of the entire building, which consists of two classrooms 
and the teachers! residence, with two coats for $325.00. 
This would include the cost of the paint as well as labour. 
The estimated cost of the paint which he will use is $110.00 
with the labour being $215.00. The first coat would be 
put on with brugh and the second coat with either brush or 
spray equipment. 


The interior painting of the senior classroom for 
materials and labour for one @oat would cost $170.00, being 
$80.00 for paint and $90.00 for labour. Painting of the 
interior of the junior room would cost $55.00, being $20.00 
for paint and $35.00 for labour, 


If the Indian who submitted the estimate is given 
the contract for this work he would replace a number of

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broken window panes and also oil the floor of each classroom 
at no extra cost. This man has painted quite a number of 
public schools in white localities in the surrounding town- 
ship and I am certain that he would do a good job. The 
interior of the teachers' residence does not require painting 
this year as it was redecorated last summer. 


Would you please advise if you wish to have this 
work done, and if so an accountable advance cheque for 
$550.00 in favour of Sarnia Indian Agency Trust Account should 
be forwarded to cover cost of materials and labour. If you 
decide that only the exterior of the building is to be 
painted only $325.00 would be re-uired. 


The Indian who submitted the estimate is Sam 
Greenbird, He would employ three or four other Indian 
members of the Band to assist him and thinks that it would 
take about three weeks to complete the project. No action 
will be taken in connection with this painting until I am 
further advised.

On visiting Kettle Point School last evening I 
found that a number of window panes have been broken in 
the classrooms and teacher's residence since school closed 
in June. The two outdoor toilets are in need of cleaning. 
Various other small repair works are required consisting 
of replacing broken boards on woodshed and garage, fixing 
latches and locks on doors, screening on windows, etc. 
If we are not su¢cessful in securing water for the proposed 
new school a new pump will have to be purchased to enable 
us to get water from the present dug well. 


It is difficult to estimate the cost of attending 
to these repairs,’ but I think that $75.00 should be suff- 
icient for labour. I therefore suggest that an accountable 
advance cheove for $75.00 be forwarded in favour of Sarnia 
Indian Agency Trust Account so that I will be able to pay 
the Indian labourers as soon as the work is completed. 

The materials reouired for the repair work would consist 
mainly of screening, window panes, and, of course, a pump 

if it is found to be necessary at a later date. These 
purchases could be made locally to good advantage and 
accounts’ submitted to the Department under cover of vouchers 
for payment. I do not propose to replace the broken

window panes until the last week in August or the first 

week in September as they would no doubt be broken again 

by rowdy youths who congregate around the school and 
sometimes appear to derive pleasure from damaging property. 
I might mention that both the Indian Constable and the 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police in Sarnia have been instructed 
to keep close watch on the building during the summer 
holidays when the teacher is absent. 


Kindly advise if the repairs as suggested above 
meet with your approval.

You should encourage the 
Indian parents to see that their children attend school 
regularly, and inform the Indians at every opportunity 
that it is in their best interests to comply with the 
kindly advice which she is always ready to give them. 

The Department expects that you will assist Miss Leusch 
in the devoted work she is doing for the benefit of the 
Indians at Lake Helen, and that there will be no further 
cause for complaint in respect of any action taken by you. 


You should read this letter in full to the Indians 
at the next meeting called by you.

On the 14th inst I received a communication from 
J.G.Burk -Indian Agent, ort Arthur,(ntario requesting an 
investigation at Helen Lake ,farmachene Indian Reserve POMS, 
where the Indian School wae located. A atatement had be e 
at an Indian Couneil meeting by one of the Councillors named 
Michael Daba to try and force the Indians to put in @ general 
complaint to make the teacher resign at the Indian School.The 
statement was a6 follows:-"That the Indian Department had 
requested the resignation of the School Teacher named Yies 
&.Leuch". 

The above statement being absolute untrue in so far 
as the Indian Department was concemed,we were asked to 
investigate in this matter. 

I proceeded to Lake Helen where the Indians are 
residing. I interviewed ies e.Leuech on the subject ,who stated 
that Michael Daba hed made this statement not knowing a8 to 
whet he had said. She stated that he was not very friendly 
with her,ae trouble arose over the distribution of clothing 
sent to the Indians by the Department and elsewhere.This Indian 
was a newly appointed Couneillor last Summer,and having this 
authority was urged by the Indians to handle this clothing for 
them,so took it upon himeelf to approach Vises Leuch and force 
her to hand over the clothing for distribution. He made seve 
trips to the school in this manner,molesating the school teacher 
put she held her ground,and would not give him the clothing: 
She told him that she had been given inetructions by the 
Department to handle the clothing amongst all noetares cases, 
and it was up to hin to help her to locate the ne eee cases. 

“4ee8 Leuch informed me that if thie Indian ichael 
Daba obtained the clothing, he would just give it out to all hi 
friends and relations,and others would starve. 

on interviewing vichael Deba he stated that he only 
told them at the meeting what he had heard Ignatius Pelltier 
and Mrs aul John say - They told him that they came from Spani 
between Saulte St Marie and sudbury that they knew this 
teacher at this point,and she had been requested to resign 
as school teacher for the Department at that point. Daba seid! 
he did not know whether this was true or not,but as he had 
hed @ little dispute with her over the clothing he told all 
the Indians as to what he had hear. 

Acting upim authority of J.G.Burk -Indian Agent I 
suspended this Indian Vichael Dabe for two weeks as Couneilio 
until the let February until the investigation ie completed.

When my tum came to speak I told all what the 
Indians were complaining about,and also told regarding the 
Department having once requested her to resign.

T did not think I was doing any thing wrong and did 
net mean any hernm. 
This etatement is absolutely true and the best of 
my knowledge and 1 am sorry if I had done wrong.

Michael Daba assured me that he was trying to 
do his best for the Indians and wae sorry if he had done 
anything wrong,and would not act in euch an hasty manner with 
things of this kind again until he was sure of his ground.

/ I beg to report I have just 
returned from Lake Helen Day School. The teacher, 
Miss Leusch, reports several families have left 
for their fishing grounds and taken their children 
with them. From information obtained from the 
North West Mounted Police, and reliable Indians, 

I find in some cases Indians were obliged to have 
their families accompany them as it was impossible 
to provide food for their children if they 
remained on the Reserve. 


The situation is extrenely hard to 
cope with, and it is very hard to know if it is wise 
to compel the families to return to their Reserve, 
or allow them to continue fishing until they have 
caught sufficient fish for the winter. I deemed 
it advisable to take the latter course. 


I also wish to draw the Department's 
attention to 2 familios--John Hardy with 4 children, 
living at Ozone, and Albert Ray with 3 children, 
living at Gurney. Both these families have been 
able to secure work on the Government road, and 
have built shacks to house their families. Both 
families have written and reported it would be a 


great hardship if they were compelled to move back 
to their Reserve. 


If the Department insist on this 
course I can get in touch with the Mounted Police 
and see that these families return to their 
Reservation in order that the children may attend 
schoole As work is so frightfully hard to 
secure I would sugyest that these families remain 
where they are, and send the children to St. doseph's 
Boarding School. 


I would be pleased to have the 
Department's views on the above.

Dear Sir: 


In a letter fust received from the Department I was told 
to send in to your office as soon as possible my requis- 
ition for irons and rops for swings and giant's stride. 
For the swings the following will be needed: 


4 bolts with rings attached to fasten to cross- 
bars. 

4 Iron Hooks, half closed to fasten to ends of 
ropes so that the swings may be taken down 
during the holidays and in the winter. The 
hooks are open enough to let rings through. 

3 lbs. of 6" nails. 


For giant's stride the following is needed: 


1 Collar to fit round post, 19" in circumference. 
1 Piece of Pipe to be fitted in piece. 

8 Rings with one end fastened. 
80 feet of Rope. 


I am enclosing herewith clipping from catalogue in case 
the blacks ith has no idea what you wish him to make. 


I would be pleased if you would forward this to the 
Department as soon as possible. 


Please send 5 hoes and 3 spades for my garden work. I am 
just getting the garden plowed up and will plant the seed 
you sent me very shortly.

I beg to enclose herewith a list of articles 
required at the Lake Helen Indian Day School, 
which ngy 7 e- been received from the teacher, 
Miss E. usch. As many of the articles we 
purchased for this school are worn out, it will 
be necessary to replace same with a new supply. 


As you will note, Miss Leusch has included a few 
carpenter tools, which will be used to teach the 
young Indian children carpenter work. On my last 
visit to this school I was pleasantly surprised 
to find that the Indian children take very kindly 
to carpenter work, but unfortunately the teacher 
did not have sufficient tools to enable her to 
carry out this work. I would strongly recommend 
that her request be granted. 


Miss Leusch also inquired if it would be possible 
to purchase a coal o11 stove and oven, and oil 
cloth for the kitchen floor. The measurements 
for the latter article will be sent to this 
office when the teacher returns to the school.

Miss Leusch, 
who was teaching at the school last year, and is 
now acting as housekeeper was in the habit of giving 
the children an egg-nog, which is very nourishing. 
Miss Burke, as you will note, by the enclosed list 
has suggested the following monthly rations; 

15 doz. Eggs, 1 case of Milk, 50 lbs. Carrots, and 
5 lbs. Sugar.

I note the Auditor has drawn attention 
to the charge of 42¢ per gallon for coal oil whicl 
is the price charged by the Imperial 011 Company. 


In this respect I wish to state this 
Company charge $1.00 for the tins. A barrel of 
coal o1l1 weighs 450 lbs. and it is impossible to get 
these barrels in canoes and have them conveyed to 
the Reserves. Consequently it is necessary to 
purchase in 4 gallon tins. I may say that the 
Hudson's Bay Company purchases all their coal oil in 
4 gallon tins, as it is impossible to handle the 
barrels. 


The schools are some distance from the 
station and the oil has to be conveyed by canoes and 
boats to the Reserve. It is, therefore necessary to 
purchase the oil in 4 gallon tins, and $1.00 is 
charged for each tin, consequently the price is much 
higher than in barrel lots.

You have already on hand the blue prints 
and specifications of the school which is identical 
to that erected last year at Mission Bay. 


We have found that the only way to keep the con- 
struction of this school down to a reasoneb. oinioun 
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cost is by the use of day labour under « competent 
foreman carpenter. 


You have often told me of the skill of your 
Indians with tools and it would seem that if we 
can engege a competent carpenter at an hourly rate 
to supervise the work, we should be able to build 
a good school for a fairly reasonable figure.

Minister of Labour make it expedient that he should do so, he may decide what ° rtd 
are the current or fair and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is im 
the proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages and hours. 
Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision of the Minister of Labour 
hereunder the Contractor shall adjust the wages and hours and classification of 
work so as to give effect to such decision.

at any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have the same 
inspected.

Referring to your memoranda of December 
7th and 17th, this Division is awaiting Mr. Burk's letter 
and plan referred to in his letter to you of December 9th, 
file 402-5. 


The Indians at the Lake Helen Mission appeer 
to be a pert of the Red Rock Band which numbers 223 according 
to the census. A substantial number, apparently about twenty 
families, live either at the Mission at Lake Helen or at 
Nipigon. They appear to wish to remain at Lake Helen Mission 
rather than move to their Reserve at Red Rock. 


It further appears that the local white 
community at Nipigon want these Indians to live at the Lake 
Helen Mission rather than in. the vicinity of the town of 
Nipigon and the Municipality offers us 25 acres of municipelly 
owned land for their accommodation. It also appears that 
the Jesuit Mission is prepared to make available to us a 
site from the Mission property on which to build a school. 


If the 25-acre block offered Y the Municipality 


would serve as the site of an Indian village (with gerdens, etc.), 
4t might be desirable to secure 4t and constitute it an Indian 
Reserve as an addition to their present Reserve No. 53 at 

Red Rock (468 acres). 


This appears to the writer to be feasible if 
the site is suitable and the permanent establishment of this 
group at Lake Helen is approved. 
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It is suggested that the first requirement 
would be a legal survey of the parcels to be acquired 
and the second step would be to have it duly constituted 
an Indian Reserve by Order in Council as an addition to 
Red Rock No. 53. 


From the number of Indian school children 
in the group as reported by Superintendent Burk, I would 
estimate that there might be twenty families to accommodate 
at this point.

Proposed Establishment of Indian Day School 
at 2: 


We have had considerable correspondence with Mr. 
Indien Superintendent Burk with regard to the building of a new 
Indien day school at Lake Helen. At present we are renting © 
building from the Roman Catholic Church authorities because 
these Indians are not living on a reserve and hence we cannot 
erect a school for them. In a recent letter to the Department, 
Mr. Burk sete out the position as follows: : 


"The Reserve proper is situated at the mouth 
of the Mipigon River, a distance of approximately 4} miles 


from the Mission.

On May 27th accompanied by Mr. Burk of Pore Avéhut”” 
and Mr. MacCrimmon of Ottawa, I went over the locality of 
the above proposed school. 


First of all there are at the present time only 
twelve Indian children of school age in the vicinity of the 
proposed school. This number will be increased if we secure 
title to and establish a reserve on the twenty-five acres 
bounding the river. Without this increase it seems hardly 
necessary to build a school, 


The children could be sent by bus to Nipigon and 
receive a good education among white children for a much 
lower cost. Mr. Greening, the school inspector, thought 
thie would be to the beet advantage of the children. 


I would not recommend either offthe other sites of 
one acre or so suggested by Mr. Burk. The School should 
be the centreaf the community. To place it at the end of 
the settlement would reduce its value. 


Mr. Burk was requested to trace the matter of the 
land transfer of twenty-five acres. When this is complete 
we can then start to develop the reserve. The date of June 
10th was set as a deadline, if the title is not assured by 
then it can be assumed no school will be built thie year and 
the money transferred to some other school.

The present building is hardly fit to use next 
year. In the event a new school is not buiat this year, and 
this does not appear likely to be done, I would recommend 
that transportation be arranged to take the Indian children, 
about twelve in number, to Nipigon.

She is a teacher of the tyne we are trying to replace 
in our schools, She has made no effort to improve her 
profeseional standing in spite of reneated warnings from 
the Devartment. I do not consider we should retain her 
services in anything but a small school where the services 
of any other teachere are not available. She should most 
definitely not be hired for the new school when it is erected, 


Achievement Tests 

ere were children enrolled with 14 Indians and 
9 non-Indians, These were in Grades 1-81. These children 
tested poorly. Their reading was uneestiefactory and she 
aid not have the teachere' manuale nor had she ever used tlhe m, 
In fact she wae using the wrong readers in Grade 11. There 
wae little evidence that she wae »t*empting to follow the 
course of etudy. 


Recommendations: 


1. The new echool should be erected when the matter

Mr. Superintendent Logan forwards a resolution, 
of a meeting -f Oouncil held at Pickerel, requesting that 
a school be established for the use of the Indian and white 
children residing On Contin Island Reserve and on the main- 
land in the village of Pickerel.

Yours of June 16th, 22-6-1. re conversation 
betweenRev. Porcheron and myself concerning Miss 
Casper, the teacher at Lower French Indian Day 
Séheel. In my conversation with Rev. Porcheron, 

I stated to him that being the father of five girls 
most of them grown to womanhood, I felt a great 
responsibility concerning the lady teachers in my 
Agency and asked Rev. Porchoron, if he as a Missionary 
?riest had cause to speak to Miss Casper about a young 
man, who has been paying her court,for staying late 

at night at the teachers house, “ower French Reserve. 


Father Porcheron, said he had. I explained to him 

my desire at all times to co-o,srate with the church 
for the be.iterment of the indian, particularly in 
connection with echolastic matters. He was (delighted at 
my remarks (which I thought rather strange)for this 
reason. He, Rev.orcheron seemed to rather welcome 
my statement that although 1 had sympathy with young 
meniand maidens in their love affairs 1 did not believe 
all I was told about Miss Casper and her young man keeping 
unseemly hours but the dignity of the Department of Indian 
Affairs must be upheld and that the Department could not 
afford to have even a breath of suspicion cast upon 

their teaching staff, and as there was a talk among the 
whites and Indians that the young man who is paying court 
to “ise Casper was staying late at the teacher's house,and 
As Miss Casper had made application to continue teaching 

I was going to write him, as I had heard he had found it 
necessary to speak to Miss Casper about the matter. 
I said I was gdad I had met him, and went into all the 
detaile of what he knew, and I f-und out by his conversation 
that he knew nothing expect that there were Sugpictengs 
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Cy aed 


that there might be improper conduct between Miss Casper 
and her intended. 


I asked him to keep me posted on any teashers 
whom he thought might be suitable and he said he 
would , and immediately mentioned two teachers, 
one of whom the Department refused to have teach in 
this Agency. I then told him not to do anything definite, 
as from experience 1 knew he is inclined toe reach beyond 
hie depth, in matters which he hasnothing to do with. 
I told him I would write to Miss Casper ina fatherly 
way, advising her to resign , as I did not mean 
to be the cause of any harm to thie young woman, 
whom I know to have wonderful qu&@lities as a young women 
and as a teacher.

Sir,when I was talking to the Kev. Porcheron,

I did net want her to be dismissed Without just cause and for 
that reason,I sent her the enclosed letter asking her to resign. 

The letter will explain itself. 1 was trying to play 

cricket or ball, ae 1 understand it should be played. 

fi explained in confidence avout some trouble I had with 

a teacher and how I booted the young man out of the 

house, and warned him if he was seen on the Reserve again 

I would have him arrested. I then told the teacher she 

was through. I also explained how the Department had insisted 

I must get proof of misconduct, and explained to him that 

I furnished the proof to the satisfaction of theDepartment, 

but 1 hated myself for having been foreed to do 80, as I 

expected theDepar tment would have accepted my word 

that it was time for a change. I did not say to him that 

it was suggested to me after I took over the Agency at 

ParrySound that the teacher referred to was of an 

obliging disposition. 


The reason for this lengthy letter to the Department 
in the case of Miss Gasper, and the enclosed letter from 
me to Migs Casper asking her to resign, is this; I do 
not want to be a party that would injure the prospects 
of Miss Casper carmapg her living . My letter to ise 
Casper explains my position in the case and I would like 
to be able to recommend Ker for her services in this 
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Agenoy, and I feel that I oan honestly do so, therefore 
I feel I do not approve of the Kev. Porcheron writing 
the Department on the matter at all.

In connection with my resignation and the 
receiving of this letter I deemed it advisable to write the 
Dept. for some information. 


On June 16th. Mr. Daly advised me to resign. 
A few days previous to this he was in Pickerel and in the 
presence of a number of Indians stated that I would have my 
school another year. However on his return to Parry Sound 
he met Rev. L. Porcheron, whose reports I understand were 
not favorable. I understand also that he reperted some unfavorable 
matters to the Department. I explained the cause of the trouble 
to Mr. Daly and he said he would in turn explain same to the Dept. 
If this has not been done I would be very giad to furnish further 
information, I delayed resigning for two weeks because the Indians 
who still want me back urged me to do so, They sent a petition to 
Mr. Daly to have me remain and a councillor went personally 
but he deemed it advisable to refuse this. 
On.June 29th. I got a 2nd. notice from the Agent and it stated 
that if I did not resign he would be fdrced to "act differently" 
I did so immediately and steted that I would leave as soon as 
possible. On July 6th. I received the enclosed letter. 


I have accepted the Departments decision 
to have me resien, as final,ssince I am given to understend 
it is their wishee. For my own information I would like to 
know is e teacher given a months notice as in other schools, 
I have a considerable emount of furnishings here which have 
to be moved and I wanted to leave the place as I found it so 
I aid not figure I needed to rush my gelf in order to leave. 


After fixing and doing what I have for this 
school I cannot understand matters if it is the Departmants 
Wishes that a teacher should have the shortest notice possible 
in stead of a month as is customary.

I have to report that on a recent visit to Lower 
French School, on inspecting the outside of the school 
building, which is an old log buildédng, I found that it is 
in need of repair. The window fr.mes are so decayed that 
they will herdly hold the glass and in a few cases the 
glass is held by tacks. ‘he ingide of this building is 
only lately completely lined with S3ritish Columbia dreseed 
V jointed fir with two coats boiled oil and it looks well. 
The log part of the building has to be lime-waehed at 
least once a year to make it look decent. I would recomm 
end that to modernize the lighting of the school, that a 
new lighting system be put in, that is that the school be 
lighted with the light coming over the left shoulder of 
the pupil and that for the preservation of the log part of 
the ouilding that it be clap~boarded and given two coate 
of paint. Should permission for these needed repairs be 
granted the building would be good for school purposes for 
25 or 30 years.

The grounds of the school are very much better than 
the grounds of the veublic School which is across the iver. 
With all due respect to the Inspector I will do nothing to the 
levelling of the grounds at any time, and would suggeet that 
iy. Perrier the Superintendent of Indian Schools of the Department, 
or one of hie officials would visit this echool. I am proud of 
the fact that out of a log house, about seventy years old 


with the Department's help I have made a school that is fit for 
inspection by any inspector. 


The idea of fencing the grounds or lef¥elling them 
in any way is foolish in my estimation. I would like the 
Department to understand that I mean foolish. 


The school is one of the most sanitary schools 
of any rural echool in Ontario. I will welcome any of the Department 
efficials to the School to come and inspect this school, grounds 
and toilets. Without any Inepector's advice this echool 
Was started and as stated before in my levter I am proud of this school. 
the children were like li.tle rabbits when 1 went there, now they 
have been prepared and are on a fair way to receiving un education.

While on @ eit to Lower French Reserve last 
night, I had a talk with the Teacher, Mrs. Munson, 
and arranged with the caretaker of the school to see that 
the gasoline voat was put under proper cover during the 
winter. 


Mra. Munson apparently seems to be able to get 
along without any advice. She made application for a reading 
lamp and seemed disappointed that she did not get it. 
I told her that the Department was cutting down expenses and 
I did not think she would be able to get the lamp as she 
apparently could get along without it. She said she would 
requisition for it again. 


She aleo asked for Cod Liver 0i1 for the children, 
and she has a line of talk which apparently is quite 
interesting so far as her care of the children is concerned. 
I told her the Doctor looked after these things, but that 
I would notify the Deoartment of her wishes. She also 
informed me that the Inspector, Mr. Bennett had been there 
and wae delighted with her work. I was remembering the 
advice that I got while at the Department while talking 
to her ,and it was just as well, because she has a line 
of talk that I wouldnot put up with for five minutes.

January 6 with reference to a change of site toe 
the Lower French River Indian Day School, I have 
been endeavouring to interest some responsible 
party in the job of moving the school buildings 
to a site on the mainland, 


Trottier Bros., who were in the 
lumbering business at that point, had been promising 
to undertake the job and give me an estimate of 
cost, but their business has recently been taken 
over by their principals, Hill Clark Francis Limited, 
as Trottier Bros. have become insolvent. I talked 
with their local manager, Mr. Smith, while on a 
visit to the Reserve yesterday and he advised me that 
there should be a period in their operations shortly 
when they would have some men and teams available and 
he would be glad to undertake the job of moving the 
school. He is of the opinion that the sum of $200.00 
would cover all contingencies and I am enclosing 
herewith his written offer to carry out the transfer 
of the buildings for that sum. 


However, after talking to him, I 
discussed the proposed move, before leaving the 
Reserve, with some of the older Indians there and 
they advise me that the building was at least 
sixty years old, having been originally a log 
building, which had been, within comparatively 
recent years, renovated to serve as & schoolhouse 
by clapboarding on the outside and a matchboard 
finish on the inside. This being the case, there 
is a possibility that the old timbers in the 


eoreeeeeeer 
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building may have decayed to such an extent ee 
it would collapse if it were jacked up for movi 
The only way we could prove this would be to 

start the process of jacking up the building and, 
if we found that it was unsafe to continue, we 
could let it remain on the present site. 


Attendance at this school has been 
very poor during the winter, due to the extraordinary 
weather conditions which have prevailed and there is 
no question but that if the school were on the 
mainland the situation would be greatly improved. 


I would be glad to have your further 


advice on this as quickly as possible,as the time 
during which the building cquld be moved across the 


ice is now limited.

I wish to refer to your letter dated 
October 1, 1943 with reference to the payment 
of rental for building on the Lower French 
Reserve to be used as a day school, This 
building formed the sole assets of the estate 
of the late Moses Missabie of the Hen ey Inlet 
Band, whose heirs are Lot Missabie aged 20 and 
Grace Missabie aged 17. Lot Missabie is now 
in the Canadian Army overseas and his sister 
Grace was, until recently, a pupil of the 
Chapleau xesidential Sehool from where she was 
discharged last year and a situation found for 
her, 1 believe, in Ottawa. 


Under these circumstances, I believe that 
the proper procedure would be to put this rental 
money in savings for these two minors until they 
attain their majority or wish to claim it. A 
savings account is already established for Grace 
Missabie, into which her Annuity and Interest 
payments have been paid since her father's death. 


I am therefore enclosing vouchers covering 
the rental of the building up to the end of the 
fiscal year which I hope is tne correet procedure,

I am enclosing estimates of repairs necessary to the various 
schools in this Agency. Some of these estimates may appear high 
but the fact is tha® various repairs which were put off during the 
war years have accumulated, 


The largest amount is for the Gibson Day Sehool, the bulk of 
which is for fencing the school grounds and the erection of two new 
toilets. Authority was granted last year for these toilets to the 
amount of $112.00. I was unable to proceed with the work last year 
due to both the shortage of material and labour, I propose, if 
possible, to have it done this summer but a review of the situation 
shows the costs to be considerably increased due to prices of both 
material and labour, 


I would be glad to ave these costs for the variow schools 
passed if at all possible but should it not be possible to pass 
on the amounts requested because of non-inclusion in the estimates, 
you might indieate what amounts would be available for expenditure 
on the various schools and I »ill have as much as possible come 
pleted this year and the balance next year. Your prompt attention 
to this will be appreciated as I would like to have the work 
completed during the su»mer holidays,

Your letter of May 12th was awaiting 
me wnen I returned from a recent inspection trip on 
Manitoulin Island. 


I visited the Spanish School and had 
@ chance to talk to Harry Whiskeychan. He seems to 
be quite happy there end his only worry is that he 
be given an opportunity of visiting his parents on 
Hudson Bay this year. I am taking this matter up 
with the Indien Health Service to see if this can 
be arranged, 


I em writing to our local Agent with 
regerd to your letter and plan about the Pickerel 
school, Our big problem there is that undoubtedly 
the Indien Affairs Committee is going to recommend that 
we do not in future build separate Indian schools where 
Provincial schools are aveilable. This is, of course, 
confidential as yet but the tendency is to have the 
Indian children educated as much as possible along 
with whites with wnom they are going to have to live 
in future years. However, each situation has to be 
considered as a separate problem and we will certainly 
do what we can at Pickerel, 


je have just had our new salary schedule 
approved by Treasury Board, Teachers with second class 
certificates will have a range of from $1,440. to $1,920. 
Teachers with first class certificates will have a range 
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of from $1,500. to $2,220. If you run across any 
Catholic teachers who are interested in teaching 
Indians, either in Ontario or in the West, I would 
be only too glad to have you give them my address 
so that I can send them application forms. 


Ne are particularly short of Catholic 
teachers in British Columbia and are only too glad to 
have teachers with certificates granted by such a 
fine province as Ontario.

Suggestions for building Indian School at least possible cost. 


1. Une floor only. 


2. No cellar - concrete foundation at least 3 ft. below ground level 
an + above with small screened air holes to keep air dry under 
the floor and keep animals out (mice, etc.). 


Use undressed 2" x 6" planks for joice about one ft. apart to assure 
a solid floor and braced. 


A double floor with building paper between (spruce flooring and well 
painted (3 coats) unless you can get hardwood or square tile which 
we now use in Toronto, 


(a) Studding, dressed 

(b) Use hemlock undressed, if you wish on the studs. Then building 
paper and then the outside siding which could be dressed siding or 
imitation insul board to assure a warm room. 


The inside walls to be ten test or donnacona board and stripping 
over the seans, but not beaver board (which they used at Christian 
Island). Same for ceiling. This ten test will keep the heat in 
the room and will assure a cooler room in hot weather. 


Have a good brick chimney. 
A box stove will give plenty of classroom heat. 
Roofing - use asphalt squares on shiplap. 


Ordinary classroom windows will do since the attendance isn't large 
and it will be easier to heat. While it is an excellent idea to 
have the most possible window space yet that isn't necessary with 
a small enrolment as this school will have. 


Have space between kitchen and bed-sitting room about 7 ft. wide 
to assure heat in the bedroom. A good kitchen range set midway 
would heat both rooms. 


Build a woodshed at the same time to save cordwood from deteriorization 
by the weather and in one corner of it build the teacher's toilet 
to one side of the entrance.

I should state that I can cut this material 
bill down about $150.00 by purchasing rough lumber at Pickeral, 
I have included a cellar in the building because a small pipeless 
furnace can be used which is the most economical for heating 
purposes. I would draw your attention to the fact that this 
Digtrict will soon be back to it's o iginal state and in my opinion, 
it's advisable to have a comfortable home for the teacher, to get 
the best results, This building, as I see it finished, will be about 
the same as the one at Shawanaga except that it will have a cellar 
which will do for storing wood and will thus do away with the necessity 
of having a wood-shed . There is need for a wood-shed for the school 
and this could be built at the dame time at very little cost, asa 
lean-to to the school. I should state that the Band are very desirous 
of going ahead with the work and I am assured by the Chief and Council 
that they will make a Bee to help keep down the cost of labour.

The boarding house where the teacher of the Lower 
French River Indian Day School has resided heretofore has 
been closed indefinitely, due to the cessation of the 
operations of a lumber company. Mr. Indian Agent Daly 
strongly recommends that a small residence be built for the 
use of the teacher. The Indians of the Band have agreed 
to have a bee and the Agent can secure rough lumber quite 
cheap. Mr. Daly is of the opinion that he can erect a 
suitable building for approximately $550. 


This day school is not important enough to warrant 
the provision of a good teacher's residence; and, as it is 
extremely desirable that some facilities be secured without 
delay, I wish to recommend that he be authorized to proceed 
with the work. Funds can be found in the Appropriation for 
Indian Education.

Sir: 


I have your T-576 of the 12th instant, with refer- 
ence to a teacher's residence at the Lower French River 

Indien Day School. I note that you can purchase rough lumber, 
the necessary hardware, cement, etc., arrange for considerable 
labour on the part of the Band without cost and keep the total 
expense down to about $600. You may proceed with the work 

and explain to the Indians of the Band that authority is being 
directed because you and they are interested in getting the 
residence erected. They should give their labour freely, so 
that mo unnecessery expense will be inourred. 


I note that you can secure rough lumber very cheeply 
at Pickerel. If you are satisfied that better prices could 
not be secured, it will not be nececsary to call for tenders 
in the reguler way. Before purchasing cement, hardware, ete., 
you should secure prices locally and give the business to the 
firm quoting the lowest. When you are submitting certified 
accounts, in duplicate, attach thereto memoranda showing those 
esked to quote and the prices quoted. If any expert labour is 
required, you should so inform the Department and an account- 
eble cheque will be directed to you, with time sheets, which 
should be kept in duplicate showing the receipts of the 
workman.

I have to report that I examined the damage and the 
enclosed is a rough sketch of what 1 could see of it. 
the cellar is full of wood and ould not examine 
the whole of the wall. There were four feet of water 
in the cellar, oe@re thoy were able to get the water 
out and there was about eix inches of water in it 
when I examined it. It appeare to me that the Indiane 
made a poor mixture of cement on the lower part or 
first part of the wall. ‘the top part is zood cement 
put I can't be sure whether it was the water that did 
the damage or not. It's a sorry looking mese and 
before doing anything to it, the ground, north and 
east of the foundation will have to be tiled to carry 
away the water. It appears that in building, we have 
blocked a seriee of springs, at least that is what the 
Indians say. In the meantime, nothing can be done

While at Lower French, I had conversation 
with Mr. Munson, whom I might state is getting 
along extraordinarily well both with the Indians 
and with the whites. There has been sufficient 
clapboards left there, which would make a porch 
for the back door, which is on the north side of 
the house. Thies has always been a sore part 
with the teachers, having no protection from 
the north wind on that door. 


I would be in favour of ea porch being built 
as there is sufficient clapboards there to do it 
and we can cet it done with cheap labour with 
the addition of flooring and roofing this porch 
could be made very cheaply. Although I know that 
costs should be kept down, I think by doing this 
now we will be saving money. I think with the 
lumber required and the wages that the porch 
could be built for 00. I would strongly 
recommend that this be done, 
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Ottawa, November 19, 1931.

mind and for family reasons refused to sell the house.It was not 
in re@ards to the money that she objected,but simply 
for family reasons and a desire to keep the place as long as she 
lives. 


I explained to the Band that the Dept.was 
desirous of keeping their promise of last fall to the Band,and that 
they should arrange to get a piece of groun@ for school purposes. 


This,$he Band is comssidering and it is being 
arranged to have the portion of land next to the Noganosh place,put 
aside for school purposes.One part of it,I am told,belongs to the 
Noganosh family and I understand that they will accept $50.00 for 
that part.The other part would be free,or in other words,the ground 
can be secured for $50.00. 


I am not quite clear about just what to do,

I shall, therefore, be pleased 
if you will furnish a sketch showing the dimensions of the 
building considered by you of uw suituble size, also the 
approximate quantity of tne various materials required 
and the cost of the same, as well ase the cost of tne labour 
involved, You shoulda also state whether you can obtain 
satisfactory labour, Tf w& competent foreman is enxaged, 
could the work be done by Indian labour, you to arrange 
for the purchase and delivery of all materiale? As 
soon as we hauve full information, and it is ascertained

If the half-breeds are living on the reserve , 
or in the immediate vicinity, no fees will be charged for their 
tuition. Ae stated in our letter of May 23rd, last, the fees 
charged for the white children will be at the rate of $12 per 
child per annum, based on the average attendance. You are to 
make a collection of these fees at least twice @ach year, and 
you should forward the same to the Department for the credit 
of the Receiver General. A separate return should be prepared 
by the teacher giving the names of the white children, the 
number of days attended, etc.

I should 
state that Bushey is s poor man with a large family. They are 
over two miles from the nearest Public School and only across 
the River from our school at Maganetawan, [I have been pressing 
for payment of fees hence Bushey taking the matter up with the 
Inspector.

Mr.Moor has told me that befére our 
school was built at Maganetawan, the Indian children went to school 
at Byng Inlet and no fees were charged, He also_tells me that there 
are Indian children now going to school at Byng Inlet village and 
there is no thought of charging them fees. 


Mr.Moor seems to think that the Dept. might 
allow these children to attend at Maganetawan the same as the people 
at Byng Inlet who allow the Indian children to attend school there, 
without charging them any fees. I think that the Indian children 
will benefit by coming in contact with the white children and would 
recommend that the Dept. give this letter their serious consideration, 
as there is room for these children in Maganetawan school.

The other 
people there are not white, they are half-breedgs and are called 
white. B3ecause of the wretched condition in which Carmichaels 
lived I included him in the same clage, or even of poorer 

Glass than the Indians of Magnetawan Reserve. 

The Department hae on file the correspondence in connection 
with this. Garmichael was the enly man in that section who received 
@ stated salary, and I wae justified in Charging him, and 
certainly would not be in favour of him having a refund on the 
fees, The fees were at the rate of $2.00 per mohth. and we 
could not collect all that wae coming to the Departmens. 


I have to state that as Carmichael lives on the Reserve 
his children are the cause of a lot of discord and I am seriously 
considering the advisability of communicating with Mr Wilson 
Supt. of the C.2.R. Sudbury Division, to see if he cannot be 
removed. Being a cripple one hesitates to take action ina 
case like this, but the peace of the Reeerve is more to me than 
Carmichaele phyeical condition.

The attendance of the Indian children is 
fairly satisfactory. However, a number of white 
children do not attend regularly. These pupils 
interfere with the progress of the school and should 
be refused admittance; they would then become subject 
to the Ontario School Attendance Act, and the Britt 
School would be obliged to furnish transformation, if 


necessary, to enable these pupils to attend their 
proper school; besides the Britt authorities would then 
have the responsibility of seeing that they did attend. 


The apparent confusion existing as to the 
responsibility for educating the white children is a 
serious handicap to the efficiency of the school. The 
irregularity of some of these pupils impedes the progress 
of the other pupils, besides giving bad example to the 
Indian children. I am glad to note that the attendance 
of the latter is satisfactory.

In this connection I beg to inform you that the Department 
has received the report of Mr. pector Seanlon dated the 3let 
ultimo on his inepection of this school. He states therein that 
the white children do not attend regularly; that they interfere 
with the progress of the school, and recommends that they be re- 
fused admittance. He states that they would then become subject 
to the Ontario School Attendance Act, and the Board of Trustees 
of the Britt School would be obliged to make the necessary arrange- 
ments to enable them to attend their proper school, and, besides, 
the Trustees would have the responsibility of seeing that these 
children did attend their own school. He further states that 
the apparent confusion existing as to the responsibility for

Pursuant to pur sete one conversation this 
morning, I have to infopnt you that J. Carmichael, of 
byng Inlet, lives on the Indiari Reserve and for years his 
children have attended the Indian Day School there. Prior 
to 1926, the Department asked that fees be collected on 
account of the white children that were attending this 
Indian school. It is true that our local representative 
was able to collect from Mr. Carmichael only, who paid 
$21.84 for the tuition of two of his children for the 
academic year 1924-25. Since that date, we made a 
reciprosal arrangement with the neighbouring white sehool 
seotion. Indian children living near the white school 
were allowed to attend without fee, and white children 
pede near the Indian school were accorded the same 
privilege. Mr. Carmichael has not been asked to pay any 
fees since his first and only payment. 


I may say our Local representative reports that 
the Carmichael family have caused trouble on the reserve 
and he has Seriously considered asking the Superintendent 
of the Cc. P. R. at Sudbury to have him removed. Carmichael 
ie engaged at the railway pump house. 


This Department has been in correspondence with 
the Provineial Deputy Minister of Education, concerning 
the white children attending the Indian school at this 
point. The Provincial authorities are about to organize 
the white parents into a school board and will ask them 
to pay fees to the Indian school. The former reciprocal 
arrangement will cease, as it was much too one-sided.

Referring to the Magnetawan school and the white 
children at.ending, I have had Yarious conversations wit 
Mr. Moore the School Inspector for this District, who has 
been in communication and has made a visit to the Department 
in Toronto. ilir. Moore hae told me thut arrangements will be 
made with the Department and the School 3oard at Britt 
regarding theee whites pupils at Maznetawan school. 


there are at the present time, in the Magnetawan echool, 
twelve white pupils, that belong to the section of Britt, and 
I am in receipt of a letter from Yarnest 3ernier, secretary of 
the 3syng Inlet Congsolidated School asking me what fee we 
will charge the white children at Magnetawan Indian Day School. 


In my conversation with Mr. Moore I told him that I thousht 
the charge would be $2.00 per month but informed him that 
thie was not definite until I raceived word from the Devartment. 
Mr. Moore informed me that on receipt of this information 
that I oan 0111 the Secretary of the Byng Inlet Consolidated 
School for the amount , and he trusts it will not be any 
more than $2.00 per head, per momth.

Regarding the question of making reciprocal 
arrangements in lieu of payment of tuition fees as 
between the Indian children who attend the Depot Har- 
bour White Sehool on Parry Island and the white ohild- 
ren who attend the Shawanaga Indian Day School, I 
have to say that the Department considers it would be 
more satisfactory if a grant was paid for the Indian 
children who attend the Depot Harbour School. We will 
be prepared to allow a tuition grant for the Infian 
children at the rate of $20 per capita per annum, 
based on the average attendance. Payment of the grant 
at this rate would be from the beginning of the present 
school year, viz.: September first, 1932.
